On  June  7,  1978  the  Ossipee  Cemetery  Committee  was 
formed  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  to  restore 
the  Ham  and  Grant  Cemeteries  to  their  original  state. 
Since  that  time  this  committee  has  put  in  a  great  deal  of 
their  time  and  effort  to  meet  this  goal  without  any 
recompense  from  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OSSIPEE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee,  N.H. 

This  year  saw  an  armed  robbery  in  Ossipee,  the  first  in 
ten  years  to  my  knowledge.  There  was  a  burglary  at  G&M 
store  in  West  Ossipee  with  sixteen  guns  stolen,  and  on 
another  occasion  at  G&M  hand  guns  were  stolen  from  a 
showcase  during  business  hours,  and  there  was  an  incident 
at  the  Chief's  home  involving  shooting,  making  this  a  year 
when  more  serious  crimes  have  been  committed  than  in 
the  past. 

There  were  thirteen  burglary  cases  in  court  and 
combined  with  the  weapons  cases  three  persons  are  in 
State  Prison  and  seven  were  sentenced  to  the  County 
Farm. 

There  was  substantial  damage  done  at  the  Indian 
Mound  Golf  Club  and  in  this  case  two  persons  were 
charged  with  Criminal  Mischief  and  sentenced  to  the 
County  Farm. 

We  were  involved  in  cases  with  Public  Service  Co.  in 
the  investigation  of  theft  of  electric  current  resulting  in 
arrests  and  convictions  in  court. 

Accidents  were  less  this  year  partly  due  to  the  absence 
of  snow  last  winter,  unfortunately  there  was  one  fatality  on 
the  last  day  of  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  officers,  the  Town  Officials, 
and  other  department  heads  and  employees,  and  the 
citizens  of  Ossipee  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee: 

The  1980  Town  Meeting  ratified  and  appropriated 
funds  to  enable  the  Planning  Board  to  proceed  with  the 
preparation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town.  The  need  was 
demonstrated  in  part  by  the  requirement  that  our  Town 
have  such  a  plan  in  order  to  participate  in  and  receive 
federal  and  state  funds  for  such  things  as  highways  and 
other  town  improvements.  The  existing  plan  was 
completed  in  1971  and  the  population  of  the  town  since  then 
has  risen  from  1,689  in  1970  to  2,482  in  1980.  This  large 
growth  is  not  unique  to  the  Town  of  Ossipee ;  all  of  the 
surrounding  towns  have  had  a  similar  growth.  Our  town 
has  also  had  a  substantial  growth  in  the  number  of 
seasonal  residences  built  in  the  last  ten  years. 

As  the  first  step  in  making  a  revised  plan  it  was 
necessary  to  find  out  how  the  residents  felt  about  their 
community,  what  they  wanted  for  services  and  what,  if 
any,  revisions  of  the  existing  regulations  on  land  use  were 
desirable.  To  accomplish  this  goal  the  Board  conducted  a 
survey  covering  a  large  amount  of  data  in  the  hope  of 
collecting  divergent  opinions  which  will  be  useful  to  the 
various  town  departments,  the  merchants  and  service 
agencies.  We  have  not  received  the  tabulation  of  this 
material  as  this  report  goes  to  press,  but  we  have  been 
gratified  by  the  response  people  have  made  in  taking  the 
time  to  answer  the  questions.  Many  hours  have  yet  to  be 
spent  before  a  plan  is  submitted  but  we  do  want  to  express 
our  thanks  to  the  many  who  have  assisted  us  in  this  effort. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  approved  33  lots,  27  of 
which  were  in  the  Ossipee  section  and  six  in  the  Center 
Ossipee  section.  In  addition,  three  boundary  line 
adjustments  and  eleven  plans  of  property  were  approved. 
As  the  year  ended,  the  Board  had  various  subdivision 
plans  to  be  acted  upon  totaling  57  lots. 
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Meetings  are  held  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  and 
are  open  to  the  public.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  crucial  one  for  the 
Town  of  Ossipee  environmentally.  The  controversies  over 
the  dump,  our  water  supply  and  a  new  sewer  system  have 
been  on  all  our  minds.  A  lack  of  members  in  the  Conserva- 
tion Committee  in  general  has  severely  hampered  areas. 
Anyone  wishing  to  participate  in  this  important  work  are 
urged  to  contact  anyone  of  the  commissioners. 

In  July,  the  Carroll  County  Trust  Company  deeded 
several  more  lots  within  the  Indian  Mound  development  to 
the  town.  These  lots  add  valuable  habitat  and  resting  sites 
to  the  rapidly  diminishing  environment  of  the  shore  birds 
and  wild  life  of  Ossipee  Lake. 

The  town  is  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  the 
commissioners  listened  in  on  some  subdivision  site 
reviews  with  the  Ossipee  Planning  Board. 

There  were  many  dredge  and  fill  applications 
reviewed  by  the  commission  most  of  which  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  commissioners  were  pleased  to  note 
that  the  citizens  of  Ossipee  appear  to  be  aware  of  the  laws 
pertaining  to  dredge  and  fill  and  would  like  to  thank  them 
for  their  help  in  submitting  these  applications. 

In  September  Kristine  Klein  attended  a  Municipal 
Wetland  Seminar  held  at  Squam  Lakes  Science  Center  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State's  Conservation  Commissioners. 
The  purpose  of  this  seminar  was  to  educate  the 
participants  in  field  identification  of  critical  wetlands  flora 
species  and  also  to  give  advice  on  where  to  turn  for  legal 
assistance  in  wetlands  protection. 

At  this  time  Ossipee  does  not  have  a  wetlands 
ordinance  because  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commis- 
sion has  advised  that  the  amount  of  wetland  in  our  area  not 
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already  protected  is  too  small  to  warrant  such  an 
ordinance. 

We  feel  that  more  study  is  needed  on  the  proposed 
landfill  site. 

The  commissioners  attended  the   Ossipee   Planning 
Board  meeting  on  the  sewage  system.

Fewer  dogs  would  be  lost  for  good  if  they  wore  license 
tags  as  N.H.  State  law  prescribes. 

Fewer  dogs  would  be  struck  and  killed  by  cars  if  the 
owners  cared  enough  to  keep  their  dogs  controlled.  Many 
times  the  very  dogs  that  are  killed  on  the  highway  or  the 
dog  owners  who  see  the  Dog  Warden  on  their  doorstep  are 
the  ones  I  have  gone  to  many  times. 

If  there  is  one  message  I  wish  to  get  through,  it  is  that 
being  the  owner  of  an  animal  is  being  responsible  for  the 
well-being  of  that  animal. 

No  one  is  really  caring  for  an  animal  which  is  allowed 
to  run  at  large  endangering  itself,  other  animals  and 
sometimes  human  beings. 

A  cement  floored,  roofed,  kennel  facility  has  been 
erected  by  the  town  for  better  quarters  for  holding  strays, 
etc.  here  in  Ossipee.

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OSSIPEE  NURSING  SERVICE 

During  1980  the  nursing  service  has  increased  its 
services  to  the  children  of  Ossipee.  Our  immunization 
clinic  services  have  increased  significantly,  immunizing 
many  preschool  and  school  aged  children  against  dip- 
theria,  pertussis  and  tetanus,  polio,  measles,  mumps, 
rubella  and  tuberculin  screening. 

Two  new  services  are  now  available  to  children  from 
birth  through  age  5.  The  WIC  Program,  for  which  Ossipee 
Nursing  Service  provides  the  nursing  component,  is  a 
supplemental  food  program  aimed  at  improving  the 
nutritional  status  of  infants  and  young  children. 

The  second  service,  the  Well  Child  Program  is  made 
available  in  cooperation  with  the  Wolfeboro  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  Through  this  program  area  children  from 
birth  to  age  5  may  receive  physical  exams,  lab  work, 
immunizations,  developmental  and  speech  screenings, 
fluoride  testing  and  treatment  and  referrals  to  other 
agencies  when  appropriate. 

The  majority  of  our  time  and  effort  continues  to  go 
toward  providing  nursing  care  to  people  in  their  homes, 
assisting  members  of  the  community  to  deal  with  illness 
on  an  acute  or  long-term  basis.  Over  1500  visits  were  made 
during  1980  to  patients  at  home.  Health  teaching  and 
prevention  are  an  important  aspect  of  this  care. 

Blood  Pressure  and  Weight  Screening  Clinics  are  held 
monthly  on  the  third  Wednesday  from  10  a.m.  until  noon. 
Screening  for  diabetes  is  also  offered.  The  nurse  has 
regular  off  ice  hours  from  9:30 -10:30  a.m.  daily. 

The  Good  Morning  Program  continues  to  provide  daily 
contact  for  people  living  alone  in  their  homes,  and  the 
nursing  service  continues  to  have  on  hand  some  medical 
equipment  for  loan. 
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The  Ossipee  Nursing  Service  works  closely  with  other 
health-related  service  organizations  who  serve  Ossipee 
residents  to  ensure  an  organized  effort  to  provide  services 
to  the  members  of  this  community.

The  past  year  has  been  very  successful  for  Ossipee 
Concerned  Citizens.  In  addition  to  providing  meals  ser- 
vices to  elderly  residents  of  the  area  a  new  service  began 
operation  in  July. 

Ending  three  years  of  negotiations  with  the  state, 
Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  received  a  contract  to  provide 
450  residents  of  southern  Carroll  County  with  the  WIC 
(Womens,  infants  and  childrens)  program.  WIC  is  a 
comprehensive  nutritional  health  educational  program 
available  to  income  eligible  pregnant  women,  breast 
feeding  mothers,  infants  and  children  who  are  determined 
to  be  a  nutritional  risk.  Special  food  packages,  health 
screening  and  referral,  and  nutritional  counseling  are 
provided  to  all  participants  on  a  routine  basis.  We  would 
like  to  thank  local  health  providers  and  participating 
merchants  for  their  cooperation  in  making  this  program  a 
great  success. 

Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  Meals-on- Wheels  program 
last  year  provided  13,000  home  delivered  meals  to  area 
elderly  in  1980. 

Our  congregate  meals  program  has  expanded  from 
once  a  month  to  a  weekly  event.  All  Ossipee  elderly 
residents  are  invited  to  attend  these  meals  held  every 
Thursday  at  the  Senior  Center  at  12  noon. 

Other  services  provided  by  Ossipee  Concerned 
Citizens  in  1980  include:  the  energy  assistance  fuel 
program,  information  and  referral  services  and 
emergency  transportation.  The  Senior  Center  is  open  daily 
9-4. 

The  staff  and  Board  of  Directors  of  Ossipee  Concerned 
Citizens  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  say  thank 
you  to  local  officials,  residents  and  volunteers,  without 
your  support  we  could  not  provide  these  services.

The  past  year  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  for  the 
Ossipee  Rescue  Squad.  As  you  know,  we  took  delivery  on 
our  new  rescue  vehicle  last  April,  which  has  proven  to  be  a 
great  asset  to  us  in  being  able  to  provide  the  best  patient 
care  in  all  emergency  situations. 

We  have  responded  to  111  calls,  many  of  which  were 
life  and  death  situations.  We  are  particularly  proud  and 
happy  to  report  that  the  Ossipee  Rescue  Squad,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  local  citizen,  was  able  to  keep  a  19  year  old 
boy  alive  with  the  use  of  C.P.R.,  after  a  near  fatal 
drowning  accident  last  summer  on  Ossipee  Lake. 

We  are  also,  now  participating  in  monthly  meetings  at 
Huggins  Hospital  with  doctors  and  emergency  room 
personnel  to  help  keep  us  abreast  of  the  new  techniques  for 
patient  care  as  well  as  new  courses  that  will  certify  us  to 
use  more  advanced  life  support  equipment.  This  will 
greatly  increase  our  ability  to  stabilize  a  patient's  con- 
dition before  we  transport  them  to  a  hospital. 

Another  phase  of  the  Ossipee  Rescue  Squad  is  to  train 
the  general  public  in  emergency  C.P.R.  and  first  aid.  We 
have  held  quite  a  few  C.P.R.  classes  this  past  year  and  will 
be  holding  more  in  the  future.  We  encourage  everyone  to 
participate  in  these  free  clinics  to  enable  you  to  know  the 
procedures  that  could  save  a  persons  life. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  my  fellow  squad  members 
for  their  many  hours  of  service  to  the  community,  as  well 
as  the  many  people  who  have  supported  our  cause  so  fully 
for  the  past  two  years.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business, 
Good  Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been 
seen  in  association  with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late 
nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the  spread 
of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every 
citizen,  a  half  century  before  this  national  campaign,  when 
our  legislature  established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903. 
Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/  city  forest 
fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  en- 
forcement in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on 
the  ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire 
warden  before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be 
suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they 
are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly 
by  the  town/  city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are 
forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest 
fire  program  has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best 
forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.
